No. 12(17)F1 /47. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of sect'on 12 of the Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act, 1947 (VII of 1947), and in supersession of 
Notification No. 12(14)Fl/47 dated the 25th March 1947 
m the Finance Department, the Central Government with 
effect from the 19th August 1947 is pleased to prohibit the 
export otherwise than by poet of any goods e ther direct y 
or indirectly to any place outside India othor than any ot 
the countries or territories in the Schedule annexed to this 
order unless a declaration is furnished by the exporter to 
the Collector of Customs or to such other person as the 
Reserve Bank may spec'fy in this behalf that an amount 
representing the full export value of the goods has been 
or will be disposed of in a manner and within a period 
specified by the Reserve Bank. 

Provided that this prohibition shall not app’y to the 
export of: 

1. samples and personal effects, whether accompanied 

or unaccompanied of travellers; 

2. ships’ stores, transhipment cargo and goods shipped 

under the orders of the Central Government or of 
such officers as may be appo sited by the Central 
Government in this behalf or of the military, 
naval or air foroe authorities in India for military, 
naval or air force requirements.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-sect.on (1) of section 12 of the Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act, 1947 (VII of 1947) and m supersession of 
Notification No. 12(16)-Fl/47 dated the 25th March 1947 
m the Finance Department, the Central Government with 
effect from the 19th August 1947 is pleased to prohibit 
the export by post of any goods either directly or indirectly 
to any place outside India other than nny of tho countries 
or territories in the schedule annexed to this order unless a 
declaration countersigned by the Reserve Bank of Ind'a 
or by a bank authorised to deal in the foreign ourrency of 
the country of destination is furnished by the exporter to 
the Postal Authorities at the time o' despatch that an 
amount representing the full export value of the goods has 
been or w 11 be disposed of in a manner and within a period 
specified by the Reserve Bank. 

Provided that this prohibition shall not apply; 

1. Where the postal packet Is covered by a certificate 

issued by the Reserve Bank or by an authorised 
dealer that the export of the parcel does not 
involve any transaction in foreign exchange; 

2. Where the postal packet is aocompamed by a decla- 

ration by the sender that the contents of the 
parcel are less than Rs. 60 in value; and 

8. to parcels addressed to Portuguese India, the con- 
tents of which are less than Rs. 160 in value.
